Shown by Mercedes-Benz

EW YORK, Sept. 13.—Daimler Benz Aktien Gesellschaft 
in Germany seem to have been successful in turning 


the trick of Die 
nutomobile. 

At a demonstration in Long 
{sland City, yesterday afternoon, 
exclusively for the Automotive 
Daily News, the first 5-ten truck, 
powered by a modified Diesel en- 
gine, to be shown in this country 
was put through its paces by mem- 
bers of the Mercedez-Benz staff. 
The truck performed, easily, all 
the work that s custemarily ex- 
pected of the cenventional truck 
powered by the conventional typs 
gasoline engine. 

Outstanding among the features 
of the new Diesel engine is the 
elimination of the carburetor, spark 
plugs, distributor, ignition battery 
and so forth. Ordinary fuel oil, 
taken from the heating plant of the 
Mercedes service station. was used 
in the test runs 


adapting the 


The engine is conventional in 
all respects except for the incor- 
poration of the Diesel principle of 
combustion. Its size is somewhat 
larger than the standard gasoline 
truck engine. Its weight is per- 
haps a trifle above the American 
standard, going seventeen pounds 
to the horse power. There are six 
cylinders with a bore of 4% inches 
and a stroke of 6's inches. 

Fuel oil is fed through a six-cyl- 


inder pump. which is driven by 
gears from the rear end of, and 
synchronized with the cam shaft. 


Valves are located in the head and 
are driven from a single cam shaft. 
Each cylinder is connected inde- 
pendently with the fuel pump, with 
the intake valve located in the cen- 
ter of the cylinder head, much ig 
the same location as the conven- 
tional spark plug. 

The entire fuel-feeding system is 
designed and built by Bosch. As is 
the case with all Diesel engines, the 
compresison ratio is considerably 
higher than in the conventional 
gasoline engine. Under ordinary 
operating conditions the air in the 
combustion chamber, with the pis- 
ton at top dead center, is com- 
pressed to approximately thirty at- 
mospheres To overcome this the 
Bosch fuel-feeding system injects 
the fuel into the cylinder at ap- 
proximately sixty atmospheres. A 
special burner is emploved between 
the atomizer and the combustion 
chamber to insure more nearly per- 
fect atomization, and to prevent pre- 
ignition a full filter and air cleaner 
are used

During the test the Diesel truck 
was driven through the heavy traffic 
of Long Island City and Manhattan 
and displayed remarkable flexibility. 
The engine was responsive and 
powerful. Despite the higher com- 
pression ratio there was no evidence 
of “pinging.” The development of 
power was smooth, with the expand- 
ing gases in the combustion cham- 
ber giving a soft, powerful impulse

to that of a steam engine. 

In order to overcome the greater 
compression in starting a 24-volt 
battery is used with a much heavier 
starting motor. Under ordinary 
conditions, after the engine has 
been running for some time, the en- 
gine can readily be started without 
pre-heating. If the engine has been 
standing for an hour or more it is 
pre-heated by an electrical circuit 
from the dash. 

The only unfavorable features of 
the engine used in yesterday’s dem- 
onstration. so far as the writer could 
observe, were perhaps the greater 
weight and length of the power 
plant. The fact that it is slightly 
noisier than the conventional gaso- 
line type engine and the fact that 
no idling device had been provided 
for it. This made it necessary for the 
operator to keep the engine turning 
at more than adling speeds during 
traffic stops. Daimler Benz claim, 
however, that such a device 
been perfected and that later models 
to be shown here in the near future 
will be provided with them. Also 
they claim that smaller, lighter en- 
gines of this type are due in the 
near future. 

Daimler Benz does not plan pro-

HAT the Russian giant is devoting earnest thought to

The Russian commission announced that it was not 
interested in passenger cars, because of the poverty of 
the great mass of the people under the Soviet govern- 
ment. Our own. experience has indicated unmistakably 
that passenger vehicles tend to lift people out of poverty 
by making them more efficient and more ambitious. Still 
with the automotive idea once implanted by means of 
trucks and tractors, the Russian thinker will, perhaps, 
next get the personal transportation idea into his awaken- 
ing brain.

Dave Buick has been out of the automobile industry | 
for a generation, yet his name is a household word wherever | 
automobiles are used. Louis Chevrolet was once the world’s | 
premier race driver, then he began manufacturing a car 
under his own name and just the other day the one millionth | 
Chevrolet of 1928 rolled off the line. Louis Chevrolet no; 
longer has a place in the company making the car that bears 
his name, but the good work that he began is certainly 
carrying on. Both the Dodge brothers, Horace and John, 
are gone, but the name lives on. A few weeks ago we chron- 
icled the passing of J. W. Packard, who had been out of the 
automobile industry for nearly a generation before his death. 
In 1911 Harry C. Stutz built a racing car which per- 
formed so well at Indianapolis that the name went from one 
end of the country to the other overnight. Harry Stutz is 
no longer in the company which makes that car, but the 
familiar name continues. How many years is it since R. C. 
Hupp, designer of the original Hupmobile, sought other 
fields of activity? His name will continue as one of the 
honorable traditions of the automobile industry as long as 
Hupmobiles run.

For 20,000 Square Feet of Garage’ 


Austin, Tex., Sept. 13 (U. T. 
P. S..—J. M. Puryear owner of 
the O. K. Garage, has some 20,000 
square feet of floor space in his 
garage. A large portion of the 
money that goes to pay the lease 
for this building comes from the 
sidewalk along the side of this 
building, for it is here that much 
of the accessory and parts busi- 
ness is done. 

A series of narrow tables with a 
Sloped display case built with a 
glass lid at just the right angle 
and right level to allow the pass- 
ing prospect to see within the 
case has been placed along the 
wall of the building. Generators, 
bearings, rings and such parts are 
placed in one such display case. 
Fan belts, motometers, mirrors, 
parking lights and numerous other 
parts and accessories are placed 
along in the other cases to attract 
the passing prospect. 

Tires are sold in the same man- 
ner, only a special display rack 
is made for displaying the differ- 
ent size tires. A long rack to 
hold a dozen large size tires and 
a second one to hold sixteen of 
the smaller size tires has been 
specially built. Petition boards 
separate sections for each tire, 
while a large board at the top of 
he rack is painted black and af- 
fords a blackboard to carry the 
price of every tire marked upon 
this board directly above the tire. 
The racks are finished in red, 
while a long chain runs down the 
center of the rack. This chain 
runs through each tire and is 
locked at either end. The pros- 
pect can slip the tire from the 
section and examine it thoroughly 
without being able to move it

away from the rack until it is un- 
locked by the salesman. 

This plan of displaying tires 
and accessories could not be used 
by every automobile dealer or 
garageman, but there are many 
who can use this method of keep- 
ing a suggestive display before 
the prospects to the extent of 
making the few feet of space 
along the outside wall of the 
building pay the rent for the en- 
tire firm.

A paper on “Research in Aeronau- | 
tics and the Gugghenheim School at 
the California Institute of Tech- 
nology” was presented by Clark B.
